(Not for Publication) 


When a popular big-time black fighter, Calvin 
Jefferson (JAMES IGLEHART) takes his bride 
(SHIRLEY WASHINGTON) to Hong Kong for 
their honeymoon, they run into a series of bizarre 
events that envelop them in mystery and intrigue. 

The picture opens with a scene of Japanese 
wrestlers doing Karate exercises and followed by a 
grave digging sequence in which the remains of a 
skeleton are uncovered and a leather pouch is 
found. The pouch is said to contain “a substance 
powerful enough to control the whole world.” 

In Hong Kong, Mrs. Jefferson visits a gift shop 
and purchases a carved wooden Buddha statuette 
which she asks to be delivered to their hotel room.

Jefferson and his bride do not welcome the idea 
and they attempt every means to discourage Char- 
ley. Meantime, the statuette Mrs. Jefferson has 
purchased mysteriously shows up in their hotel 
room.

When the Jeffersons leave for Manila to continue

But also following the Jeffersons now is a gang 
seeking the Buddha statuette which, when the de- 
livery boy was ambushed in Hong Kong, the gang- 
sters apparently slipped in the statuette the leather 
pouch originally found in the grave. The theory 
develops that the Jeffersons are actually being used 
as smugglers without their knowledge. 

A wild chase through the streets of Manila, a 
scene in a massage parlor, numerous shootings, Ka- 
rate fighting and the entrance of the Manila police 
in the case add to the dramatic goings-on of why 
the statuette is being so desperately sought. 

A savage fight follows in a hotel room between 
Jefferson and the gangsters seeking the statuette 
which results in its being broken, but no pouch is 
found. Charley, the Chinese youth, however, finds 
the pouch on the floor in another part of the room 
and another exciting chase ensues, pursued by 
police cars and a helicopter. 

When the fighting finally ends and the gangsters 
are subdued, the pouch is opened and found to con- 
tain gun powder—“the substance powerful enough 
to control the whole world.”
